NATIONAL LABOR RELATIONS BOARD 


NOTICE: PARTIES INVOLVED IN AN UNFAIR LABOR PRACTICE CHARGE SHOULD BE AWARE OF THE 
FOLLOWING PROCEOURESi 


Impartial investigation lo determine whether cSorye hot merit 

Immediately upon recaipt of u charge, the Regional Office conducts an Impartial 
Investigation to obtain all the facts which are material and relevant to the 
charge. In ordar to determine whather the charge has merit, the Region Inter¬ 
views the available witnesses. Yr>ur active cooperation In making witnesses 
available and stating your position will be most helpful to the Region. 

The Region seeks avldance froa all parties. Naturally, If only the charging 
party cooperates In the Investigation, a situation results whereby the evidence 
prasanted by the charging party may warrant the Issuance of a complaint, in the 
absence of any explanation from the party charged with having violated the law. 
Where evidence of meritorious defenses is made available a number of cases are 
withdrawn or dlssilssed. Your active cooperation will result In disposing of the 
caaa at tha earliest possible time, whether the case has merit or not. 

If th • charge locks me'il, chorging party has opportunity to withdraw 

If it Is determined that the charge lacks merit, the charging party is offered 
the opportunity to withdraw It. Should the charging party refuse to withdraw 
tha charge, the Regional Director dismisses the charge, advising the charging 
party of its right to appeal the dismissal to the General Counsel. 

If the charge nos merit, the mailer may be voluntarily adjusted 

If the Regional Dlractor determines that the charge has merit, all parties 
ara afforded an opportunity to settle the matter by voluntary adjustment. 

It la the policy of this Office to explore and encourage voluntary adjustments 
befora proceeding with litigation, before the Board and Courts, which Is both 
costly and time consuming. The Regional Director and the members of his staff 
ara always available to discuss adjustment of the case at any stage and will be 
plaasad to racalva and act promptly upon any suggestions or comments concerning 
sat tlament, 

Voluntary adjustments offer issuance of complomt 

If settlement la not obtained, the Regional Director will Issue a complaint 
which la tha basia for litigating the matter before the Board and Courts. 
Howavar, issuance of a complaint does not mean that the matter still cannot be 
disposed of by voluntary adjustment by the parties. On the contrary, at any 
stags of tha proceeding the Regional Director and his staff will be pleased 
to render any assistance In arriving at an appropriate settlement, thereby 
eliminating the necessity of costly and time consuming litigation.

1 think these will be 
halpfui in checking prices, etc. on other engravers. 

a hava reoognised the point that you bring up as perhaps bring a major factor 
in the r.igh cost of these eniir«vin£t--the fact that they are given to the 
engraver with the understanding that he is to get them out regardless of 
wnethar he works night and day to do it. Ihere have been times when this was 
vary defini ely naceasary particularly on the advertising. I doubt that it 
hae been too aariouc a problem on the editorial art for ^uite a while since 
Don Tindall Is usually well ahead on much of his material. 

We are moving feat to remedy the ad situation, "ithin a day or two, most all 
the aavartisinr art for the oeoember FAICibR will be in your hands, xf that 
la true. It doean 1 t seem to me that we should have to pay a particularly high 
rate aerecially : ince this art will not be needed until around the 28th or 
29th of November when the publication it actually paged up. 

Farheps i should aak this question. Jmt how long uo you think we should allow 
an engrmver to make the cut when it is handed tc him—three days, four days, or 
a week? ihe anawer to that ^..estion, x t.nink, c n be a major factor in aeter- 
-ininr how muen we can do here in petting all the art work to you to avoid this 
"day and night service". If we knew exactly what it did cost ana coula see 
the differential, I feel reasonably sure tnat we'a discover rather t uicKly that 
a large mount of it would be unnecessary. 

on* thine mor* . *he "axtrec* on the cut char, es see" terrifically high—often 
coating more than the cut itself. It would see-” we’re paying very hii n rates 
for what our artists ano production people say is not time-consuming work. I 
auspect the engraver is loading the time sheet, i. e. ch rging a full hour rate 
for pn l-itly 20 minutes work on our Job, then picking up the rest, of the time 
on other jobs. *e feel tint thi> art work lewin, 1 here it in such condition as 
to warrant no : uch amo>mt of "e;ttraa M unlest the rates are unusually high. 

Ona item amused me—$1 for blocking an au cut we had sent in. Ihat's the first 
tiam any newspaper or nrinter evar ch»rgeu ut f< r that.

About a year ago, I pulled a wlthdrawl to come to Florida. 
My eldest son's health has not been too good and this Is really 
helping hla down here. We sold whatever we could to Bake the trip.

Without any question, the labor moveraait in this country 
is fcafcaz unnor an onslaught by the boaaea. who oherish the 
*oal of breaking ita back. This editorial la furthor evidence 
of their ■» ' * ■« ■ ■ violous, relentless attaok. 

Today, Dy a 229-201 vote, the House passed the Landrun- 
Griffin bill as an amendment to anothar bill. By offering it 
ss an amendement to another bill, they forestalled the Larulrum- 
Oriffin bill from being subject to any amendments in the course 
of debate. In other words, the House wns forced to vote on 
the L-O bill as it stood. They did, and they passed it. 

Now the passage of ttmt bill reveals how transparent, 
how deoeptlvo and misleading were the ooncorted attacks on 
Mr. JaaMS R. Hoffs and the Teamsters Union. Prom the Tasry 
start, the bosses were out to kraurtr destroy tue labor move¬ 
ment. x'uey initiated, and concerted, tiiair attack on iir. noffa 
in tuo belief that there ny they oould arouse public opinion 
in their plan. Perhaps they also felt that the labor move¬ 
ment was more vulnerable in that spot. Put, above all, they 
leveled their big nuns on Mr. Hoffs becuuae they oorreotly 
saa that he represented the rock-ribbed opposition that they 
must oraok if their plan was to succeed. The bosses 
doubtless beliove, correctly, that if they can destroy the 
Teamsters Union and the na rolentloss opposition ha 
represented by Mr. Hoffs, then they will have eon a major 
battle, whioh, in time, will decide the war in thedr favor. 

They never let up on Mr. Hof fa — and how right they are. 

/You will note that, oven in attaoking Jtr• McDonald, they end 
their editorial thus: "Comparing this (stool) sitxintion 
with that of 1937 is as nonsensical as comparing Jamos R. 

Hoffa with Samuel C/onipers." That is an extremely significant 
sentenoe and reveals conclusively how they feol about Mr. Hdffa. 
They oan be trusted to know ono tiling ;Pr certain: who their 
reaionenies are. If the labor movomont sits by snd pmsmits 
gDMKflaximyJtttf Mltsphh the attempted destruction, first, 
of the Tesmaters Union and Mr. lioffa. then it will rue tjhat. 

With hindsight, and in olinins, it will look back and seo"whore 
it made its fatal mistake. 

Roonomioally, thero is no quostion where the power lios: 
with labor. Wero the issue ^ought out solely on the economic 
front, labor would win hands down.

That moans ho has m rqstrictivelegal pOv/or and 
control of all the instruments of force to* his fixl* 
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Who oan bo ao naiwo aa not to aao tho oonnootion 
In the pattern of their aotiona? They launoh an attaok on 
Mr. Hoffa und tha Toamatera and they boat the druma for 
months in that attaokk They prepare, meanwhile, a vioioua 
anti-labor bill and/bull and browboat it thru to passage, 

then that 

using thair hanvieat siege guns to insurw/thsy get their way. 

At tha aame time, in confronting tha leadera tha tha United 
Steelworkera they ara atonily remorseless and rook-ribbod in 
their refusal ‘to budge or give an lnoh* «fho but a oretin 
would believe they would aot differently if they oonfronted 
the United Auto.rorkers tomorrow? 

Prom their point of view, they have done scxae real 
good work. If, now, they ean break thla ateel strike, they 
will be ready for the Auto Workers when they a how up next.

I thought jou would ba intareated to learn that the Council has 
now aubatantially enlarged ita Computer Services Division, and that it will 
ba in full operation by February 15. The Division offers a complete range 
of aarvicaa in programing, canput ing, and data-processing. 

Initially, the Division's basic equipment will include an I3V 704 
coaputer with one mapietic core memory of 4,096 wards, one magnetic drum 
unit containing four logical, druaa, each with a capacity of 2,04# words, and 
five magnetic taps units. Supporting equipaent Includes a tape-to-card con¬ 
verter as wall aa canvanticnal punched card equipment, most of which will be 
available about February 1. A ascend core memory is on order, and will be 
installed about Uay 1, 1957. Additional specialised equipaent will be added 
rapidly aa the developing nasds of our clianta become apparent. The Computer 
Services Division will ba houaad in the Council's Research Cantar, located 
st 1200 Jaffaraai. Davis (iighsey, Arlington 2, Virginia. This is about one- 
half ails south of tha Pentagon. Our Computer Services Division ia under 
the direction of lr. ailliaa Orchard-Haya, recently of the itAND Corporation. 

Available also to clients will ba tha sarvices of the Council's 
iathenatioal. and Statistical Services Division ui der the direct ion of 
Dr. Jack Uoahaan. now with the hall Telephone Laboratories, who will shortly 
ba .loining the Council an a full-time basis. This Division has the person¬ 
nel and facilities far formulating, analysing, and specifying procedures 
for solving problaaa of a scientific or comercial nature, working in close 
cooperation with tha client'a ataff. Frofeaaore Vex Woodbury, of New v ork 
'taivaraity, and John H. Carr III, of the University of Michigan, have agreed 
to work with ua an advanced probleas involving coaputer application. We 
plan to retain additional loading consultants in all fields in which our 
potential cliai t a are likely to encounter problems. 





Sine* our enlarged computer installation is still in its initial 
stages, a subatantlal amount of time is currently available. We plan to 
operate an a 3-shift basis as ouicklj as possible, and are therefore 
naturally interested in allocating computer time on a long-term, or large- 
block basis wherever that may ba feasible. Where such possibilities axlat, 
we are prepared to negotiate a commitment on our part to supply specified 
amounts of computer time during specified periods, .to are not yet in a 
position to quote an hourly computer rate, but can promise that it will be 
relatively low. 

4a you will realise, our new computer will ba able to handle a great 
variaty of calculations. Tha existence of a large number of 704 routines 
for commonly used sub-calculations, aa well as some complete programs for 
stardirdlsed problems, greatly reduces programming time in most cases. 

For example, a complete set of codes are in operation for handling linear 
Programing problems up to aa large as restraint equations in any 
number of unknowns. The only preparation that is necessary for the machine 
is to keypunch the input data. Incidentally, the present staff has wide 
experience in this type of calculation. 

Where 704 programs are not already available, we shall be glad to 
work out with you the most practicable method of adapting your problem to 
the machine. One of the goals of the machine programing staff is to 
build a library of routines which will facilitate handling of a variety 
of probleme, and you will find them attentive to your particular require¬ 
ment a. 


If you foresee lor.g- or short-term coanuter requirements during the 
coming yaar, and find you Bay need to meet them on a contract basis, we 
should appreciate hearing from you. 

The facilities of the Council have a high security clearance. 

Incidentally, as s practical consideration, it is worth mentioning 
that our rtesearch Center is not more than 10 minutes ride from the National 
Airoort, and about S minutes from the new Marriott Motel, the largest and 
most modem in the country. Moreover, we have arrangements with the airlines 
to have any mail or packages delivered to the airport at flight-time. Such 
material could also be picked up immediately at destination. In many 
instances, thia would make it possible for us to receive date in the morning, 
complete the computations, and forward the results in the course of a single 
day.

In reply to your letter of September 12 f I960, relative 
to the above reference, I‘m sure that If you were In my place 
In oonqslying with your orders on this, you would undoubtedly 
be a little ohagrlned. It has never been the position of any 
of the offloers of Local 908 to pass up any group In organ¬ 
ising, and oertalnly not a vroup of 300 employees, who could 
be potential members. 

On Tuesday, January 12, I960, myself with Ed Pelasky met 
with Mrs. Cousins at her home. She oalled the Chief Steward 
of the 2nd shift, Kenneth Hltohoock, who came out for the meet¬ 
ing, and another lady of their Executive Board, who was home 
alok end unable to attend. Mrs. Cousins was President of the 
Local at thle time. 

Wednesday, January 20, I960 met with Mrs. Cousins. Some 
where during this time Hltchoook reported what was taking place 
to their International Representative, who In turn started 
ohecklng into the report of Hltohoook. Considerable trouble 
ensued for Mrs. Cousins, Including the business manager of 
another Local of their International here In Lima. 

Friday, January 29» I960, Ed Pelasky and myaelf met Mrs. 
Cousins in Dayton, Ohio at the offices of Robert C. Knee, and 
had a two hour disoussion with him and Ray Schmidt relative 
to their contract, her position and the accusations that had 
been made by their International.

Mrs. Cousins was to get s smell group of employees that she 
oould depend on for us to meet with end see whst we could do in 
the way of getting Interest started in behalf of our Local Union. 
This she has never been able to do. 

She also advised that she had a complete railing list of the 
aembers of her Local which she would provide us with to start some 
bmlII to all the members. This she has never done. 

April 20th, Sd Pelasky not with Mrs. Cousins. 

May 3rd, Rd Pelasky met with Mrs. Cousins. 

May 4th, Mrs. Cousins and her husband (who is a barber in 
Huntsville) met with Rd Pelasky at our Lima office until quite late 
in the evening. 

Mrs. Coualna was hospitalized for sometime during June and 
July and has been off alck for quite some time. 

Mrs. Coualna filed charges against Westinghouse with the Nat¬ 
ional Labor Relations Board Cleveland Office. Apparently nothing 
was dlaoovered by then to substantiate her oharges. 

Mrs. Coualna also filed complaints with Ohio Industrial Com¬ 
al aalon, and they made close inspections of the plant. 

August 3rd and 5th Bd Pelasky met with Mrs. Cousins. He also 
net her at various other times, but specific dates were not kept. 

I don't know for sure but if I recall that Mrs. Cousins was 
going to file with the Secretary of Labor regarding the election 
procedure followed in May 11, I960, which were in violation of the 
lew Labor Law. 

Membership waa only notified by notice in Local newspaper in 
Bellefontalne and notices on bulletin board at plant. (I have 
eopy of newspaper notloe.) 

Ve had come to the conclusion that the other 299 members of 
the I.B.E.W. Local 1167 were out of step, and Mrs. Cousins was 
right. 

"he eontraot expires November 1, 1960, and we were unable to 
oreate interest of any nature beyond Mrs. Cousins. 

I trust that this is as complete a report as you require rel¬ 
ative to this situation.

The reason 1 am talking in riddles is because this letter may not reach 
you. 1 was down to Washington,D.C. District of Columbia to Bee you 
in paraon. I would sooner atate my business in person than to write 
or to phone. Jimmy your drlvera of #299 and of various Locals are being 
buged. This stuff should be stopped Jimmy you have good mouth pieces 
ao put them to work for you and the organization. I was a member of 
your Local then later on I was transferred to #337 then later on 
1 waa a taxi cab driver for Pete Theabare of Radio Cab under George Cottage 
Local. The Detroit Police Department took my wallet with ay union book 
and withdrawal card etc and 1 naver got it back. They take me on a phony 
rap trying to blame me and you. They tried to say you were paying me. 

I tell them 1 didn't or did not receive one red cent from you or your 
Local or the Teamsters. I was trying to organize Checker Cab, 2128 Trumbull, 
Detroit, Michigan. Please transfer my book and withdrawal card to 
Teamster 111 North Centre St., Pottsville, Schuykill County Hard Coal 
Repion (7) Gate Way to Anthricite Coal Fields. 

Thia attorney or lawyer swindled me out of thousands of dollars. 1 was 
in the inatitution for four 4\\ years and 1 was getting a pension for four 
yeara. He is my guardian for four years and the papers he has rigged is 
for i] years. Check with Washington, D.C. Veterans Administration, 

Detroit Veterans Administration are pulling raw deals, also Saint Louis, 
Laint Louia, Missouri Veterane Check, Release the checks come from 
St. Louia. Jimmy, 1 was accused of a crime I did not or I didn't 
committ. The "Detroit" police Department tried to put me away to 
Jackson, Marquette, or China, so where did I land, Ypsilanti State 
Hoapital. 1 was also trying to get a Chauffeurs Service Agency I had 
it reached from 1950 to 1955 under the United States of America 
Chauffeurs Service.
